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City Clerk's Office To Use New Voting 
System for August 2 Primary Election

Romulus voters will find it easier 
than ever to cast their ballot when they 
go to the polls on Tuesday, August 2, to 
vote inthe primary election, thanks tothe 
new "ACCU-VOTE" system being used 
for the first time by the Romulus City 
Clerk's office. The system will also im- 
prove the speed and accuracy of vote 
tabulation in an office whose performance 
on both counts is already praiseworthy, 
according to Ed Carey, director of the 
Wayne County Clerk's office of elections. 

Instead of pulling a lever next to the 
name of each chosen Candidate, voters 
will receive a paper ballot and use a 
special marking pento darken smallovals 
next to the candidates’ names. Complet- 
edballots are placedina"secrecy sleeve" 
before being returned to the inspector 
stationed at the ballot box; this insures 
that voters’ choices are confidential. 

Voters in next week's primary will 
narrow down the two nonpartisan races 
(a judgeship for the Third Judicial Circuit 
Court and a judgeship for the 34th Dis- 
trict Court) to two candidates in each for 
the November general election; on the 
partisan (Democratic or Republican par- 
ty) portions of the ballot, the single top 
vote-getter in each section (Governor, 
US Senator, US Representative for the 
13th District, State Senator for the 8th 
District, State Representative forthe 22nd 
District, County Executive, County Com- 
missioner forthe 11th District, and Dele- 
gate to the County Convention) will ap- 
pear on the November ballot. Voters are 
reminded that, in the State of Michigan, 
voters may choose their candidates from 
only one of the (in this case) two parties 





(Democratic and Republican) on a pri- 

mary ballot; voting for candidates on 

both sections of the partisan ballot will 

cause the partisan-portionto be rejected. 
Those voting the Democratic Party 

ticket will have the opportunity to vote for 

not more than one candidate for each of 

the following offices.

EDS To Appear Before ZBA August 29

After winning the first round of what 
could be a /ong fight in its dispute with 
Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 
(EDS), the City of Romulus — through 
one of its attorneys, Stephen D. Winter — 
has asked EDS to present its case be- 
fore the Romulus Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals (ZBA) on Monday, August 29. The 
request follows a decision handed down 
on July 5 by Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Claudia House Morcom, granting 
the Plaintiff's (City's) motion for summa- 
ry disposition of the Defendant's (EDS's) 
affirmative defense and counter-claim 
that the City's zoning ordinance is pre- 
empted by State and Federal laws; and, 
further, denying the Defendant's motion 
forsummary disposition on pre-emption. 

EDS attorney Norman Hyman says 
that his client has agreed to appear be- 
fore the ZBA next-month, and hopes for 
a favorable decision. However, if the 
Board does not make a ruling allowing 
EDS to operate its deep injection well in 
the M1 (light industrial) district where it 
has been constructed (the City main- 


tains that proper zoning for the well would 
have been MT2, or industrial transporta- 
tion), then EDS plans to take the City to 
court for a full-scale trial. Should such a 
trial occur, the EDS offer to pay an an- 
nual royalty to the City may well be 
placed in doubt. 

Further, it is the belief of at least 
some local citizens who have been 
closely following this case that if EDS is 
not successful in its attempt to obtain a 
favorable ruling from the ZBA, it will 
surely sue the City and those City offi- 
Cials who originally approved the project, 
since EDS will, in all likelihood, consider 
them responsible for the loss of their 
multi-million-dollar investment inthe well 
project as well as for the economic loss 
of the project itself, which has been esti- 
mated to exceed $100 million. 

However, EDS president/owner Dou- 
glas Wicklund declined to confirm such 
plans. His sole comment: "We have of- 
fered, on several occasions, to sit down 
with the Mayor or City Council in order to 
discuss our problems. So far, they have 
refused even to talk with us." O

Mayor Comments on 


Judge Morcom’s Ruling 


On behalf of the citizens of the City of 
Romulus, | would like to express our 
great joy and relief that the Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge, Claudia House 
Morcom, has issued an opinion and or- 
der upholding the City's right to require 
developers of hazardous waste under- 
ground injection wells (UIWs) to comply 
with the requirements of our zoning ordi- 
nance. The Court's opinion and order 
was issued in response to a motion, filed 
by the City of Romulus, in the City's 
ongoing lawsuit in which we are seeking 


to enjoin Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems, Inc. (EDS) from violating the City's 
zoning ordinance. 

From its initial contacts with the City 
of Romulus, EDS has maintained that 
various State and federallaws applicable 
to hazardous waste UIWs preclude the 
City from enforcing its zoning ordinance. 
EDS proceeded to construct its UIW 
without seeking to comply with our laws. 
As City officials, we are duty-bound to 
fairly and uniformly enforce the City's 
laws and ordinances. EDS's steadfast 
refusal to comply with our zoning ordi- 
nance forced the City to bring this law- 
Suit. That lawsuit has been both painful 
and disruptive. 

During the course of our lawsuit, 
EDS sought to persuade the Court, as 
well as many of our citizens, that the City 
had no right to enforce its zoning ordi- 
nance. The Court's decision vindicates 
both our belief that we had the right to 
enforce our laws, as well as our decision 
to do what was necessary to require 
EDS to comply with those laws. We hope 
that the Court's decision comforts and 
reassures our citizens that the City has 
the conviction and determination to en- 
force our laws in order to protect the 
health, safety, and welfare of our citizens.

Citizen Urges Settlement 
Between City and EDS 


Honorable Mayor and Council members: 

| write today to ask that you settle the 
costly lawsuit between the City of Romu- 
lus and Environmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. (EDS). 

Despite the fact that the City has 
spent $300,000 — about $50,000 over 
what has been allocated for this folly 
(spending over the amount of an alloca- 
tion is a direct violation of the City Char- 
ter) — and despite the fact that the citi- 
zens of this city have overwhelmingly 
stated that they don't want their tax dol- 
lars misspent in this fashion, and despite 
the fact that the City has not budgeted 
one dime for this matter in the 1994— 
1995 budget, the City is nevertheless 
proceeding with this lawsuit. 

If a settlement is not reached soon, 
the next step is a full trial. The cost of 
additional legal fees to the City will be 
another $300,000 — minimum. That's 
$300,000 that the City hasn't even bud- 
geted. What then — the Court of Ap- 
peals? How much will that cost? Where 
is this money coming from? In a recent 
Detroit News article, Mayor Beverly 
McAnally said that the City would have to 
"cut frills" to continue litigation. What are 
these "frills"? | see no frills; | see a 


- greater need for citizen services: If the 


Mayor wants to recommend cutting frills, 

| suggest that she begin withthe compen- 

sation packages of some City officials. 
Besides, the budget was adopted by 


Council. It shouldn't be drastically al- 
tered, as the Mayor suggests, without 
major unforeseen tragedy. Paying law- 
yers is indeed foreseeable and prevent- 
able. The current budget should stand 
onthis issue. No modifications to it should 
be made. There aren't a half-million dol- 
lars worth of frills in this city. That means 
key services will be cut: senior services, 
police, fire, department of public works, 
etc. All are at risk. 

All said and done, the City may 
spend as much as one million dollars in 
legal fees and, at best, can get a ruling 
that the EDS project is miss-sited, but 
may still operate in the City at another 
location. Where will that be? The current 
site will be directly adjacent to the Airport 
when Metro's expansion is completed. 
What could be a better location? 

Let's put one million dollars in per- 
spective. The City plans to buy five police 
cruisers this year for $93,000. That's 
about 60 new cop cars! It's a// the City 
taxes from over 3,000 average homes. 
All to lawyers? It could have been 
avoided, but who among you will tell the 
people that? It's time to say enough is 
enough. The City had its chance to tell 
EDS of its inappropriate location when it 
grantedthem construction permits. Now, 


because it did not, must we taxpayers do 
without? It isn't fair. 

Remember also that, with the Airport 
expansion, the land on which EDS now 
operates will be prime commercial land. 
Much will have to be done then and the 
roads improved if the City is to capitalize 
on the increased cemmerce possible. 
The few residents adjacentto the property 
are more likely to be displaced by Airport 
expansion than any other residents in 


_the City; many already have been along 


Northline Road. It's connected by a long- 
established truck route. It's in an area 
that will not be populated by residents. 
Why, then, is the site a problem? Where 
would the City rather have it? Why didn't 
the City object before permits were is- 
sued and construction completed? 

Why not settle with EDS and to- 
gether prepare for Metro expansion by 
building roads and infrastructure that will 
increase our tax base and reduce our tax 
burden? 

l respectfully ask this council to seek 
a settlement to this issue before more 
precious tax dollars are squandered in 
legal fees that have no direct benefit to 
the taxpayes of Romulus.

Legislative Update

(Editor's note: The following is a re- 
port of the Legislature's activity during 
the last week before the beginning of its 
summer break; the "Legislative Update" 
column will resume in September.) 
Inmates To Pay for Their Stay 

Counties will now be allowed to 
charge jail inmates for more of the actual 
cost of their stay under legislation re- 
cently signed into law. Currentlaw allows 
counties to charge $30 per day; Public 
Act 212 will allow county sheriffs to re- 
cover $60 per day. The act also extends 
the time period for counties to seek reim- 
bursement from inmates from the cur- 
rent six months to 12 months. Those who 
can pay are billed for room and board, 
physician and dental visits, and medica- 
tion. This new law will ease the burden 
on taxpayers for the housing and care of 
prison inmates. 
House Urges Action on Motor Voter 
Bill 

Legislation recently passed in the 
House (House Bills 5529-5531) will fi- 
nally bring the State into compliance with 
the 1993 National Voter Registration Act 
(NVRA). The bills establish mail-in and 
agency-based voter registration in 1995 
and eliminate the needtoregisterthrough 
a qualified voter list by 1997. Michigan 
already has one of the highest voter- 
registration rates (85%) because it al- 
lows people to register at any Secretary 
of State branch office at the same time 
that they apply for a driver's license or 
State of Michigan identification card. The 
funding to implement the NVRA is con- 
tained in the General Government buc- 
get for fiscal year 1995. Residents who 
do not own cars, who are disabled, or 
who move frequently (like young people, 
renters, or first-time voters) need the 
new voter registration systems which the 
new Federal law requires. Also, State 
agencies and local election officials will 
be relieved of the expense of handling 
unnecessary paperwork because of this 
bill. In the end, the bill would provide a 
qualified voter file, resulting in clean, 
accurate access to voting for all eligible 
Michigan citizens. 
Underage Drinking Will Be Strictly 
Punished 

House Bill 4839, which was signed 
into law in June, establishes a zero- 
tolerance policy for minors who drink and 
drive, lowering the legal blood-alcohol 
level to .02% — alevel that registers after 
virtually any drinking. Violators of the 
law, which will take effect November 1, 
1994, could lose their licenses for up to 
90 days and pay a maximum fine of 


$250. Repeat offenders could face a 


one-year license suspension and a maxi- 


“mum fine of $500. A first offense carries 


a minimum license suspension of 30 
days with a 90-day mandatory minimum 


for subsequent violations. The legal age 


for purchasing and consuming alcohol in 
Michigan is 21.

State Colleges and Universities To 
Receive Much-needed Funding 

Michigan colleges and universities 
will benefit from some of the State's new 
tax revenue. An additional $30 million 
has been proposed in the Higher Educa- 
tion budget for special maintenance 
projects. Five million would go to com- 
munity colleges and $25 million would be 
divided among the State's 15 four-year 
universities. The funds would pay for 
special maintenance projects that had 
been put on hold in the past due to cost- 
cutting. The proposed formula for distn- 
bution is based on the square footage of 
all buildings at least five years old for 
which a college received general state 
aid. 

All of the universities are distinctly 
different and have different missions. 
Michigan's House of Representatives 
wanted to help those institutions that 
have desperately needed to update old 
structures. O

As a 
child, he witnessed successful civic 
actions led by the Dixons, the Cole- 
mans, the Nesbitts, and extended fam- 
ily members in his southern home- 
town. He was taught self-respect, lead- 
ership, civic purpose, self-sacrifice, 
and concern for family and mankind. 

At the early age of 16, Coleman 
began working his way through school 
by employment in southern railroad 
boiler shops. Subsequently, he was a 
member of three southerm, segregated 
AFL (American Federal of Labor) rail- 
road craft unions. 

Coleman completed his higher 
education at Hampton University, 
where he earned four football letters 
and was selected as a member of the 
National All-American Football Team. 
While at Hampton, he met and mar- 
ried Alice Marie Stanley, who pre- 
ceded him in death in 1984. To this 
union was born four children: Retired 
Master Sergeant Thomas John Cole- 
man, Jr. (who currently resides in 
Romulus, Ml); Dr. Edith Coleman- 
Caughill (Austin, TX); Lloyd S. Cole- 
man (Romulus, Ml), a social studies 
teacher for the Wayne-Westland 
school district; and Lorraine Coleman 
Taylor, RN (Romulus, Ml). 

After moving to Detroit, Michigan, 
in 1926, Coleman organized and be- 
came the first president of the Negro 
Progressive League; during the De- 
pression ofthe early 1930s, this league 
initiated Successful boycotts against 
retail stores to obtain jobs and better 
employment for Negroes and other 
minorities. Itwas also duringthe 1930s 
that he organized and became the 
first president of Local 285 UPW-CIO 
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(United Public Workers—Congress of 
Industrial Organizations), one of the 
first public workers' locals inthe Michi- 
gan area. Later, Coleman was select- 
ed as adelegate to the Wayne County 
Council ClO Executive Board. And 
during World War Two, he assisted in 
the organization of Plant #14/Boehm 
Aluminum for Local 208 — ClO. 

Coleman was a close associate 
of former Mayor of Detroit, Coleman 
Young, as well as Judge George 
Crockett and Dr. Charles Wright, 
founder of the International African 
Museum. Mayor Young, Judge Crock- 
ett, and Coleman successfully sur- 
vived the "witch hunt” conducted dur- 
ing the McCarthy era. Dr. Wright de- 
voted achapterin his book, Roberson, 
Labor's Forgotten Champion, to this 
outstanding citizen. 

Coleman devoted more than 50 
years of his life as a civic leader inthe 
Romulus area. He — along with the 
Beanums, the Hearsts, Judge Hazel 
Harrison, and Irene Martin — is re- 
sponsible for forming and building the 
American Progressive Association, for 
which he served in many capacities. It 
was only when he became too weak 
to continue the position of chairman 
that he resigned from that office. He 
also helped plan the urban renewal 
project in Romulus. 

To cherish his memory, Thomas 
Coleman leaves his four children; son- 
in-law Emery Caughill; daughter-in- 
law Earlie Mosely Coleman; grand- 
children Joyce Coleman Anderson, 
Kenene Williams McCullum, Alice 
Taylor Childs, Robert Taylor, Anthony 
Taylor, and James Taylor; 10 great- 
grandchildren; four great-great-grand- 
children; nieces Lois Hargrave, Cath- 
erine Coleman Waldon, and Marion 
McDonald; and a host of other rela- 
tives and friends. 

A funeral service was held at the 
Mayflower Congregational Church 
(Detroit, Ml) on Friday, July 22; offici- 
ating was Reverend Pamula June 
Anderson. Interment was at Westlawn 
Cemetery (Wayne, Ml). Memonialtrib- 
utes may be made to any charitable 
organization.
